mont for his alleged incapacity, appear to 
be nonplussed by the strange proceedings 
of the new generals ; while his friends are 
not disposed to criticise very severely what 
appears unaccountable. 
It is not necesaa. 


sary—the public H looking on calmly and 
intelligently, ivud we hope will come to an 
impartial conclusion. It cannot be doubt- 
ed ill at at present the secessionists have the 
advantage; and if they are permitted to 
spend the winter in Missouri, eating out the 
substance of tho Union men, and destroy- 
ing what they cannot otherwise consume, 
thoy will have secured so strong a position 
that it will be difficult to dislodge them.— 
The example of our conduct towards tlie 
Union people of Missouri must have a dis- 
heartening effect everywhere in the south, 
and injure our cause immensely. Jf we go 
among them merely to induce them to take 
aidua with us, and then abandon them, it 
would bo far better that our armies should 
remain at home. 


The new general, llalleuk, has issued 


some new orders which appear to be a little 
too conservative—they seem to tie up more 
tightly the hands of our troops in their deal- 
ings with traitors, than is necessary, if a 
prisoner is arrested and sent to St. Louis, 
a written statement ia required of the charges 
against him, and the evidence ou whir-h the 
arrest was based ; otherwise the officer mak- 
ing the arrest will be charged vith the ex- 
penses of his transportation. 
The follow- 


ing aro tho orders in relation to the seizure 
of private property: 


" 1st. No private property will be taken 


except where necessary for the subsistence 
or transportation of the troops, or in case 
of persons in arms against the United States, 
or affording aid and assistance to tho enemy. 


" 2d. Where it becomes necessary to take 


private property for the former purpose, in- 
telligent aud responsible officers will be de- 
tailed for the purpose, who will take an ac- 
curate account ot the property so taken, and 
fcive receipts therefor. 
All such properly 


must be duly returned and accounted for, 
and the authority for the seizure must be 
stated in the receipts and returns. Any un- 
authorized and mmecesjary seizure or de- 
struction of private property will be punish- 
ed with the extreme penalty imposed by the 
laws of war, which ia death. 


" The seizure and conversion of tho pri- 


vate property of nn enemy (where not re- 
quired for immedinte supplies, as provided 
in the foregoing paragraph) is justifiable 
only in particular eases, provided for by the 
laws of the United States, and the general 
laws of war, and should never be made ex- 
cept by the orders of the officer highest in 
command, who wilt be held accountable for 
the exercise of this power. Great caution 
should be used in this matter, as much in- 
justice has been done to individual!) who are 
not enemies, and much discredit cast upon 
our patriotic army by excesses committed 
by unauthorized persons pretending to act 
in the name of the United States. All prop- 
erty taken from alleged enemies must be in- 
ventoried and duly accounted for. 
" Any person violating these rules will 


be immediately arrested and reported to 
headquarters.'1 


The excessive caution used in those or- 


ders, in relation to the property of rebels, 
will almost entirely prevent its seizure.— 
Red tape ia a good thing in small quantities, 
but when there ia more of it than necessary, 
it degenerates into imbecility. 
It is espe- 


cially a poor article to use in a war against 
tho unscrupulous rebels and villains who 
now infest Missouri.

CAMP GRIFFIN, Nov. 24, 1861. 


DEAR GAZETTE :—When we first crossed 


the Potomac, I was of the opinion that we 
could once in a while predict the future 
movements of the army; but now that de- 
lusion has been dispelled, and we have at 
last been obliged to conclude that the sol- 
diers knowa not what a day may bring forth. 
Our future destiny is the most important 
topic here now-a-daya ; one daj we are go- 
ing to Fortress Monroe—the next to Port 
Royal—the next into winter quarters here 
—the fourth to march on Manassas ; but 
when the time for ui to move comes, wo 
find the different rumors all without found- 
ation, and the same endless routine of re- 
views and drills the order of the day. 
We 


are doing but little now but drill in the skir- 
mish drill—in brigade drill—division drill 
—go on picket, camp, brigade and division 
guard. 
We were reviewed by Gen. Me- 


Clellan, President Lincoln and stair ou the 
20th inst., at Bailey's Cross Roads, near 
Hunaoti's Hill. It was a grand review, tho 
largest ever made in tho United States.— 
There were about DO regiments o( infantry, 
besides large bodies of cavalry and artillery. 
No passes were required to enable persons 
to come from the other aide of tho river to 
witness the review, and the high lands in 
the vicinity of the field was crowded with 
vehicles of every description from Washing- 
ton, Georgetown, Alexandria and other 
places, filled with wondering spectators; 
every stump, log, tree, and stone had its fill 
of occupants, who wore determined to see 
the sights of the day. 
Tim day war, cool 


and pleasant, and the Fifth, a-) niml, won 
the honors of the day. 
The General was 


overheard to say, when it marched pnat 


him, 
that such marching could not be ex- 


celled in the whole army. 
The men were 


foot-sore aud weary at the time of tho re- 
view, having marched some eight miles lhat 
morning with knapsnck and arms on, ruid 
a large share of that ilfctanco on "double 
quick " over wet and slippery roads, bul 
when they marched past "Little Mack" (as 
the boys call him) they put the best foot 
forward ; they determined to win, and they 
diJ. " Honest Old Abe " looked proud as 
the long lines of troops filed past him, and 
I believe the boys one und all were pleased 
with the appearance of both the President 
and commander-in-chief. 
A large number 


of the men who had an unfavorable impres- 
sion of them before the review, returned and 
were the loudest among their admirers. 


The next day n large force went out on 


a foraging expedition and brought in a large 
quantity of corn and hay. Thr forage was 
owned by loyal men, and they asked the 
General to go and get it to keep out of the 
hands of the rebels. 
Although the party 


went beyond Fairfax, they met with no op- 
positoon. Some rebel cavalry aud infantry 
were seen in the distance, but as our parly 
was the larger one they kept out of tho way. 
Thus it is everywhere; when we send a 
force large enough to drive nway all who 
might oppose them, the rebels never show 
themselves, but just as sure as we send a 
small party out they attack it. 


Our division ivas reviewed day before yes- 


terday by General Smith, and he expressed 
himself wall pleased with the appearance of 
the men. 
Mrs. McUlellun waa on the 


ground and witnessed to review. 


The health of the men is universally good 


—the sick are getting better, and could we 
lave three weeks as good weather ns we 
mve had for the last three, there would be 
but a few sick in camp; but judging from 
the aspect of the weathar we are going to, 
mve winter, for it snows now and has all 
tho appearance of a storm. 


The loyal people here are beginning to 


resume the vocations of peaceful life, and 
the sight of a farmer as he drives home 
from market with a load of groceries for 


i winter's use is not unfrequent. Wo me 


slowly but surely extending the lines of our 
pickets towards the enemy, and often for a 
day at a time our guards and theirs stand 
within Railing distance of each other; then 
the rebels fall back. 


I will not attempt to tell where we will 


winter, but ns yet we have made not the 
least preparations for staying here, and I 
think we will do some more work before 
we rest for the winter. There is a rumor 
that to-morrow we are to give tho enemy 
battle atvaome place at or near Bull Run, 
but like all other such rumors it cannot be 
traced to any authentic source. 
I must 


close, BS the time for roll call is near by, 
and although Sergeant Hern has a broken 
band, he will soon cry out "full in for roll

While this report conies only 
through rebel channels there is reason to 
believe it, aa one ot our consuls notified the 
government, some time since, that the 
Nashville was loaded in a certain foreign 
port and was intending to run the blockade. 
The government ia expecting news to ur 
rive from Fort Pi^kens in about two days. 
The war department is hourly expecting the 
announcement from Gen. Sherman that he 
has taken possession of the rebel fortilica 
lions commanding the entrance to St. Hele- 
na Sound, about 15 miles north of Port 
Royal, and commanding the outlets of the 
Coosaw and Combahee rivers, thus scour- 
ing entire control of all the approaches 
from the ocean to the cluster of sea islands, 
and affording another avenue for a move- 
ment towards the interior of the Palmeto 
Kingdom. 


The rebels are already falling back from 


the Potomac before the slow but certain ad- 
vances of the Uuion forces. 
They hardly 


offer resistance to th« passing of our ves- 
sels. Many have come up within the past 
few days loaded with coal, to such an ex 
tent as to lower the price of that article 
from $ 10 to $ 7.

proclamation to all person i in arms againot ; 
the government in Jacksou, Johusou, La- 
fayette aud Peltis counties; 


First — All who are now in arms against 


the government of the United Slates, in the 
above named counties, aud who will .sur- 
render their arms and ammunition to me, 
and deliver to tne all government property 
in their possession and under ihuir control, 
within reasonable time, und shall sign a 
deed of forfeiture, and shall hereafter per- 
form their duty as good citizens, ah all not 
be responsible for paat acts of rebellion, 
but shall be protected in their lives and 
property. 


Second — Arma which are thus surren- 


dered to me bhall be stored and taken ac- 
count of, so that when the present difficul- 
ties are settled, the owners thereof can ob- 
tain them. 


Third — Perso'ia 
who shall 
surrender 


themselves to ue, in ordet to mako ar- 
rangement* for securing peace to their 
neighborhoods, shall be respected in their 
rights while arranging or attempting to 
arrange any terras, and shall bo allowed to 
return to their homes, even should they, 
after a conference, fail to come to arrange- 
ments or understanding. 


Fourth — All who. uhall neglect 
these 


terms, or continue in armed rebellion 
against tho government of tbo 
United 


States, shall be treated as traitors and slaiu 
wherever found. 
Their properly shall be 


confiscated, their homes burned, und En no 
cane spared eitlit-r in persons or properly. 


The deed of forfeiture accompanying these 


propositions, convey all real and personal 
property, including present and future ac- 
quisition, into the hands of the govern- 
ment ; the property to be used for llie 
benefit of tho government. 


In case of rebellion all loyal chizena are

The War in Missouri. 


There seems, as yet, to be some doubt 


whether Price and McCulloch are returning 
in force towards the Missouri river^ or 
whether their army has broken up into 
squads, and are making their way back to 
their old ground near Lexington, to be "re- 
constructed.'1 It is a fact, However, that 
cannot admit of doubt, that large numbers 
of rebels have appeared at various points 
north of Springfield, since the retreat of 
our army under the orders of Gen. Hunter. 
The policy of such a movement in Missouri 
has not been explained or defended. 
The 


press has Lad very little to say about 
it. Those who made fierce war upon Fre- 
mont for his alleged incapacity, appear to 
be nonplussed by the strange proceedings 
of the new generals : while liis friends are 
not disposed to criticise very severely what 
appears unaccountable. It is not" necessa. 
sary—the public i.-i looking on calmly and 
intelligently, and we hope will come to an 
impartial conclusion. 
It cannot be doubt- 


ed that at present the secessionists have the 
advantage ; and if they are permitted to 
spend the winter iu Missouri, eating out the 
substance of tho Union men, and destroy- 
ing what they cannot otherwise consume, 
they will have secured so strong a position 
that it will be difficult to dislodge them.— 
Tbe example of our conduct towards the 
Union people of Missouri must have a dis- 
heartening effect everywhere in the south, 
and injure our cause immensely. If we go 
among ihem merely to induce them to take 
sides with us, and then abandon them, i^ 
would be far better that our armies should 
remain at home. 


The new general, Halleck, has issued 


some new orders which appear to be a little 
too conservative—they seem to tie up more 
tightly the hands of our troops in their deal- 
ings with traitors, than is necessary. 
If a 


prisoner is arrested and sent to St. Louis, 
a written staternentis requiredof theeharges 
against him, and the evidence on which the 
arrest was based ; otherwise the officer mak- 
ing the arrest will be charged vith the ex- 
penses of his transportation. 
The follow- 


ing are the orders in relation to the seizure 
of private property: 


" 1st. No private property will be taken 


except where necessary for "the subsistence 
or transportation of the troops, or in case 
of persons in arms.against the United States, 
or affording aid and assistance to the enemy. 
" 2d. Where it becomes necessary to take 


private property for the former purpose, in- 
telligent and responsible officers will be de- 
tailed for the purpose, who will take an'ac- 
curate account of the property so taken, and 
give receipts therefor. 
All such property 


must be duly returned and accounted for, 
and the authority for the seizure must be 
stated in the receipts and returns. 
Any un- 


authorized and unnecessary seizure or de- 
struction of private property will be punish- 
ed with the extreme penalty imposed by the 
laws of war, which is death. 
" The seizure and conversion of the pri- 


vate property of an enemy (where not re- 
quired for immediate supplies, as provided 
in the foregoing paragraph) is justifiable 
only in particular cases, provided for by the 
laws of the United States, and the general 
laws of war, and should never be made ex- 
cept by the orders of the officer highest in 
command, who will be held accountable for 
the exercise of this power. Great caution 
should be used in this matter, as much in- 
justice has been done to individuals who are 
not enemies, and much discredit cast upon 
our patriotic army by excesses committed 
by unauthorized persons pretending to act 
in the name of the United States. All prop- 
erty taken from alleged enemies must be in- 
ventoried and duly accounted for. 
" Any person violating these rules will 


be immediately arrested and reported to 
headquarters." 


The excessive caution used in these or- 


ders, in relation to the property of rebels, 
will almost entirely prevent its seizure.— 
Red tape is a good thing in small quantities, 
but when there is more of it than necessary, 
it degenerates into imbecility. It is espe- 
cially a poor article to use in a war against 
the unscrupulous rebels and villains who 
now infest- Missouri. 


Correspondence of the Daily Gazette. 


From the Fifth. Regiment. 


CAMP GRIFFIN, Nov. 24, 1861. 


DEAR GAZETTE :—When we first crossed 


the Potomac, I was of the opinion that we 
could once in a while predict the 
future 


movements of the army ; but now that de- 
lusion has been dispelled, and we have at 
last been obliged to conclude that the sol- 
diers knows not what a day may bring forth. 
Our future destiny is the most important 
topic here now-a-days ; one day we are go- 
ing to Fortress Monroe—the next to Port 
Royal—the next into winter quarters here 
—the fourth to march on Manassas : but 
when the time for us to move comes, we 
find the different rumors all without found- 
ation, and the same endless routine of re- 
views and drills the order of the day. 
We 


are doing but little now but drill in the skir- 
mish drill—in brigade drill—division drill 
—go on picket, camp, brigade and division 
guard. 
We were reviewed by Gen. Mc- 


Clellan, President Lincoln aud staff on the 
20th inst., at Bailey's Cross Bonds, near 
Munson's Hill. It was a grand review, the 
largest ever made in the United States.— 
There were about 90 regiments of infantry, 
besides large bodies of cavalry and artillery. 
No passes were required to enable persons 
to come from the other side of the river to 
witness the review, and the high lands in 
the vicinity of the field was crowded with 
vehicles of every description from Washing- 
ton, Georgstown, Alexandria and other 
places, filled with wondering spectators; 
every stump, log, tree, and stone had its fill 
of occupants, who were determined to see 
the sights of the day. 
The day was cool 


and pleasant, and the Fifth, as nsu\l, won 
the honors of the day. 
The General was 


overheard to say, when it marched past 


him, that such marching could not be ex- 
celled in the whole army. The men were 
foot-sore and wearj* at the time of the re- 
view, having marched some eight miles that 
moruing with knapsack and arms on, and 
a large share of that distance on "double 
quick "• over wet and slippery roads, but 
when they marched past "Little Mack" (aa 
the boys call him) they put the best foot 
forward ; they determined to win, and they 
did. " Honest Old Abe " looked proud as 
the long lines of troops filed past him, and 
I believe the boys one aud all were pleased 
with the appearance of both the President 
and commander-m-cbief. A large number 
of the men who had an unfavorable impres- 
sion of them before the review, returned and 
were the loudest among their admirers. 


The next day a large force went out on 


a foraging expedition and brought in a large 
quantity of corn and hay. 
Thr forage was 


owned by loyal men, and they asked the 
O'reneral to go and get it to keep out of the 
hands of the rebels. 
Although the party 


went beyond Fairfax, they met with no op- 
positoon. 
Some rebel cavalry and infantry 


were seen in the distance, but as our party 
was the larger one they kept out of the way. 
Thus it is everywhere ; whun we send a 
force large enough to drive away all who 
might oppose them, the rebels never show 
themselves, but just as sure as we send a 
small party out they attack it. 


Our division was reviewed day before yes- 


terday by General Smith, and he expressed 
himself well pleased with the appearance of 
the men. 
Mrs. McClellan was on the 


ground and witnessed to review. 


The health of the men is universally good 


—the sick are getting better, and could we 
have three weeks as good weather as we 
have had for the last three, there would be 
but a few sick in camp; but judging from 
the aspect of the weather we are going to 
have winter, for it snows now and has all 
the appearance of a storm. 


The loyal people here are beginning to 


resume the vocations of peaceful life, and 
the sight of a farmer as he drives home 
from market with a load of groceries for 
his winter's use is not unfrequent. We are 
slowly but surely extending the lines of our 
pickets towards the enemy, and often for a 
day at a'time our guards and theirs stand 
within nailing distance of each other; then 
the rebels fall back. 


I will not attempt to tell where we will 


winter, but as yet we have made not the 
least preparations for staying here, and I 
think we will do some more work before 
we rest for the winter. There is a rumor 
that to-morrow we are to give tho enemy 
battle at^ome place at or near Bull Bun, 
but like all other sucu rumors it cannot be 
traced to any authentic source. 
I must 


close, as the time for roll call is near by, 
and although Sergeant Hern has a broken 
hand, he will soon cry out "fall in for roll 
call."

DEAR SIR :—To meet the interest on the 


state bonds, and to pay for purchases made 
in New York it will be necessary that a 
portion of the state tax soon to be collect- 
ed, reach the treasury in coin. As there is 
at the present time a large amount of coin 
in the hands -of the people, it will be no 
hardship for one third, at least, of the state 
tax:to be required in this shape ; the bal 
ance will be received in Wisconsin curren- 
cy to the extent it is received from the tax- 
payer. I have the most satisfactory assur- 
ances that all Wisconsin currency now cur- 
rent—with the exception of tho notes of 
the Dodge County Bank, Bauk of Portage 
and Waupun Bank—the aggregate circula- 
tion of which is less than $10,000—will be 
redeemed so as to save the holders from all 
loss. In all cases where the .banks issuing 
the notes fail to redeem as required by the 
amended banking law, the notes will be 
redeemed by the bankers' association, and 
' at once retired from circulation, and the 


non-redeeming banks wound up without 
loss1 to the bill holder. 
From careful in- 


vestigations I am fully satisfied with the 
correctness of these assurances, and hesi- 
tate not to express the opinion that there 
will be no further trouble with Wisconsin 
currency.

ss the soldier longs for when he wishes to 
converse with'the friends be has left behind; 
and as this seems to be a sort of prerogative 
at the present time, how can I better im- 
prove the occasion than by writing to the 
Gazette to inform, your numerous frfends. 
what the sharp-shootera are doing in the 
land of "Dixie." 


Since leaving the fair plains of the Badg- 


er State, we have allexperienced the pleas- 
ures and duties of camp life, to such an ex- 
tent that we are becoming somewhat famil- 
iar with the term obedience, and are begin- 
ning to learn the necessities of knowing the 
meaning of such words when the occasion 
requires it. 


The Wisconsin company of this regiment 


are in fine spirits, as you know they always 
are—since you are acquainted with some of 
them—aud it is said that we are fast learn- 
ing to become soldiers. The health..of our 
boys never was better than at present, ex- 
Oept in one or two instances, and they all 
seem as happy as one nonld wish. 


We are very pleasantly sitifeted two miles 


north of Washington, on a little rise of land 
overlooking the capitol. Our camp is beau- 
tifully dotted with evergreens, affording a 
grateful shade for those who wish it daring 
the warm sunshine. 


'' Wisconsin Avenue," as our street is fa- 


miliarly called, is a favorite resort in the 
evening, for those who like sport, and are 
fond of taking jokes as they find them.'—• 
Here, when the weather will permit, the 
boys of different companies gather together, 
each group pursuing the amusement best 
suited to their several-tastes. Some are 
" tripping the light fantastic toe " to the 
sound of the violin and banjo, others are 
trying their dexterity using the boxing gloves 
to " blim " the eyes of their fellow comrads, 
others are singing the familiar ditties of the 
day peculiarly adapted to the " bold sojer 
boy," while others, being of a different turn 
of mind, are sitting beneath a large red 
cedar tree, debating some subject with all 
the gravity of a Demosthenes or a Cicero.

Col Jennison has issued the following 


proclamation to all persona in arms against 
the government in Jackson, Johnson, La- 
fayette and Pettis counties; 


First—All who are now in arms against 


the government of the United Slates, in the 
above named counties, aud who will sur- 
render their arms and ammunition to me, 
and deliver to me all government property 
in their possession and under their control, 
within reasonable time, aud shall sign a 
deed of forfeiture, and shall hereafter per- 
form their duty as good citi2ens, shall not 
be responsible for past acts of rebellion, 
but shall be protected in their lives and 
property. 


Second—Arms which are thus surren- 


dered to me shall be stored and taken ac- 
count of, so that when the present difficul- 
ties 'are settled, '.he owners thereof can ob- 
;ain them. 


Third—Persons 
who shall 
surrender 


themselves to Kie, in order to make ar- 
rangements for securing peace to their 
neighborhoods, shall be respected in their 
rights while arranging or attempting to 
arrange any terms, and shall be allowed to 
return to their homes, even should they, 
after a conference, fail to come to arrange- 
ments or understanding. 


Fourth—AH who. shall neglect these 


terms, or continue in armed 
rebellion 


against the government of the 
United 


States, shall be treated as traitors and slain 
wherever'found. 
Their property shall be 


confiscated, their homes burned, and in no 
case spared either in persona or properly. 


The deed of forfeiture accompanying these 


propositions, convey all real and personal 
property, including present and future ac- 
quisition, into the hands of the govern- 
ment; the property to be used for the 
benefit of the government. 


In case of rebellion all loyal citizens are 


required to enroll themselves into a home 
guard, holding themselves amenable to tlie 
military authority of the United States, 
and of the state of Missouri, pledging their 
ulmcsfc exertions to maintain its authority 
against all hostile combinations.

The War in MUsonrl. 


There seema. as yet, to be some doubt 


whether Price and McCulloch are returning 
in force towards the Missouri river, or 
whether their army has broken up into 
squads, and are makinj their way back to 
their old ground near Lexington, to be "re- 
constructed." 
It is a fact, However, that 


cannot admit of doubt, that large numbers 
of rebels have appeared at various points 
north of Springfield, giuce the retreat of 
our army nnder the orders of Gen. Hunter. 
The policy of such a movement in Missouri 
has not been explained or defended. The 
press has had very little to say about 
it. Thost who made fierce war upon Fre- 
mont for his alleged incapacity, appear to 
be nonplussed by the strange proceedings 
of the new generals ; while his friends are 
not disposed to criticise very severely what 
appears unaccountable. It is not necessa. 
sary—the public is looking on calmly and 
intelligently, and we hope will come to an 
impartial conclusion. It cannot be doubt- 
ed that at present the secessionists have the 
advantage; and if they are permitted to 
spend the winter in Missouri, eating out the 
substance of the Uaion men, and destroy- 
ing what they cannot otherwise consume, 
they will Lave secured so strong a position 
that it will be difficult to dislodge them.— 
The example of our conduct towards the 
Union people of Missouri must have a dis- 
heartening effect everywhere in the south, 
and injure our cause immensely. If we go 
among them merely to induce them to take 
sides with us, and then abandon them, i[ 
would be far better that our armies should 
remain at home. 


The new general, Halleck, has issued 


some new orders which appear to be a little 
too conservative—they seem to tie np more 
tightly the hands of our troops in their deal 
ings with traitors, than is necessary. If a 
prisoner is arrested and sent to St. Louis, 
a written statement is required of the charges 
against him, and the evidence on which the 
arrest was based ; otherwise the officer mak- 
ing the arrest will be charged with the ex- 
penses of his transportation. 
The follow- 


ing are the orders in relation to the seizure 
of private property: 


•'' 1st. No private property will be taken 


except where necessary for "the subsistence 
or transportation of the troops, or in case 
of persons in arms.agaiust the United States, 
or affording aidand assistance to the enemy. 
" 2d. Where it becomes necessary to take 


private property for the former purpose, in- 
telligent and responsible officers will be de- 
tailed for the purpose, who will take an'ac- 
curate account of the property so taken, and 
give receipts therefor. 
All such property 


must be duly returned and accounted for, 
and the authority for the seizure mast be 
stated in the receipts and returns. Any un- 
authorized and unnecessary seizure or de- 
struction of private property will be punish- 
ed with the extreme penalty imposed by the 
laws of war, which is death. 
" The seizure and conversion of the pri- 


vate property of an enemy (where not re- 
quired for immediate supplies, as provided 
in the foregoing paragraph) is justifiable 
only in particular eases, provided for by the 
laws of the United -States, and the general 
laws of war, and should never be made ex- 
cept, by the orders of the officer highest in 
command, who will be held accountable for 
the exercise of this power. Great cantion 
should be used in this matter, as much in- 
justice has been done to individuals who are 
not enemies, and much discredit cast upon 
our patriotic army by excesses committed 
by unauthorized persons pretending to act 
in the name of the United States. All prop- 
erty taken from alleged enemies must be in- 
ventoried and duly accounted for. 
" Any person violating these rules will 


be immediately arrested and reported to 
headquarters." 


The excessive caution used in these or- 


ders, in relation to the property of rebels, 
will almost entirely prevent its seizure.— 
Red tape is a good thing in small quantities, 
but when there is more of it than necessary, 
it degenerates into imbecility. It is espe- 
cially a poor article to use in a war against 
the unscrupulous rebels and villains who 
now infest- Missouri.

From the FUlh Regiment.

CAMP GairFnr, Nov. 24, 1861. 


DEAB GAZETTE :—When we first crossed 


the Potomac, I was of the opinion that we 
could once in -a while predict the future 
movements of the army; but now that de- 
lusion has been dispelled, and we have at 
last been obliged to conclude that the sol- 
diers knows not what a day may bring forth. 
Our future destiny is the most important 
topic here now-a-days : one day we are go- 
ing to Fortress Monroe—the next to Port 
Royal—the next into winter quarters here 
—the fourth to march on Manassas ; but 
when the time for us to move comes, we 
Snd the different rumors all without found- 
ation, and the same endless routine of re- 
views and drills the order of the day. We 
are doing but little now but drill in the skir- 
mish drill—in brigade drill—division drill 
—go on picket, camp, brigade and division 
guard. 
We were reviewed by Gen. Mc- 


Clellan, President Lincoln and staff on the 
20th inet, at Bailey's Cross Roads, near 
Munson's Hill. It was a grand review, the 
largest ever made in the United States.— 
There were about 90 regiments of infantry, 
besides large bodies of cavalry and artillery. 
No passes were required to enable persons 
to come from the other side of the river to 
witness the review, and the high lands in 
the vicinity of the field was crowded with 
vehicles of every description from Washing- 
ton, Georgetown, Alexandria and other 
places, filled with wondsring spectators; 
every stump, log, tree, and stone had its fill 
of occupants, who were determined to see 
the sights of the day. The day was cool 
and pleasant, and the Fifth, as usual, won 
the honors of the day. 
The Genera! was 


overheard to say, when it marched past 
him, that such marching could not be ex- 
celled in the whole army. The men were 
foot-sore and weary at the time of the re- 
view, having marched some eight miles that 
moruing with knapsack and arms on, and 
a large share of that distance on " double 
quick" over wet and slippery roads, but 
when they marched past "Little Mack" (as 
the boys call him) they put the best foot 
forward ; they determined to win, and they 
did. " Honest Old Abe " looked proud as 
the long lines of troops filed past him, and 
I believe the boys one and all were pleased 
with the appearance of both the President 
and commander-in-cbief. A large number 
of the men who had an unfavorable impres- 
sion of them before the review, returned and 
were the loudest among their admirers. 


The next day a large force went out on 


a foraging expedition and brought in a large 
quantity of corn and hay. Thr forage was 
owned by loyal men, and they asked the 
General to go and get it to keep out of the 
hands of the rebels. 
Although the party 


went beyond Fairfax, they met with no op 
positoon. Some rebel cavalry and infantry 
were seen in the distance, but as our party 
was the larger one they kept out of the way. 
Thus it is everywhere; when we send a 
force large enough to drive away all who 
might oppose them, the rebels never show 
themselves, but just as sure as we send a 
small party out they attack it. 


Our division was reviewed day before yes 


terday by General Smith, and he expressed 
himself well pleased with the appearance of 
the men. Mrs. McClellan was on the 
ground and witnessed to review. 


The health of the men is universally good 


—the sick are getting better, and could we 
have three weeks as good weather as we 
have had for the last three, there .would be 
but a few sick in camp; but judging from 
the aspect of the weathar we are .going to 
have winter, for it snows now and has all 
the appearance of a storm. 


The loyal people here are beginning to 


resume the vocations of peaceful life, and 
the sight of a farmer as he drives home 
from market with a load of groeeries for 
his winter's use is not unfrequent. We are 
slowly but surely extending the lines of our 
pickets towards the enemy, and often for a 
day at a" time onr guards and theirs stand 
within Hailing distance of each other; then 
the rebels fall back. 


I will not attempt to tell where we will 


winter, but as yet we have made not the 
least preparations for staying here, and 1 
think we will do some more work before 
we rest for the winter. There is a rumor 
that to-morrow we are to give the enemy 
battle at some place at or near Bull Run, 
but like all other such rumors it cannot be 
traced to any authentic source. 
I must 


close, as the time for roll call is near by, 
and although Sergeant Hern has a broken 
hand, he will soon cry out "fall in for roll 
call."

Am Important Circular.

by the State Treasurer:

DEAR SIR :—To meet the interest on the 


state bonds, and to pay for purchases made 
in New York it will be necessary that a 
portion of the state tax soon to be collect- 
ed, reach the treasury in coin. As there is 
at the present time a large amount of coin 
in the hands -of the people, it will be no 
hardship for one third, at least, of the state 
tax to be required in this shape ; the bal 
ance will be received in Wisconsin curren- 
cy to the extent it is received from the tax- 
payer. I have the most satisfactory assur- 
ances that all Wisconsin currency now cur- 
rent—with the exception of the notes of 
the Dodge County Bank, Bank of Portage 
and Wanpun Bank—the aggregate circula- 
tion of which is less than $10,000—will be 
redeemed so as to save the holders from all 
loss. In all cases where the .banks issuing 
the notes fail to redeem as required by the 
amended banking law, the notes will be 
redeemed by the bankers' association; and 
at once retired from circulation, and the 
non-redeeming banks wound up without 
loss to the bill holder. From careful in 
vestigations I am fully satisfied with the 
correctness of these assurances, and hesi- 
tate not to express the opinion that there 
will be no further trouble with Wisconsin 
currency.

salt, &c. While this report comes only 
through rebel channels there is reason to 
believe it, as one of our consuls notified the 
government, some time since, that the 
Nashville was loaded in a certain foreign 
port and was intending to run the blockade. 
The government is expecting news to ar 
rive from Fort Pijkens in about two days. 
The war department is hourly expecting the 
announcement from Gen. Sherman that he 
has taken possession of the rebel fortifica 
tions commanding the entrance to St. Hele- 
na Sound, about 15 miles north of Port 
Royal, and commanding the outlets of the 
Coosaw and Combahee rivers, thus secur- 
ing entire control of all the approaches 
from the ocean to the cluster of sea islands, 
and affording another avenue for a move- 
ment towards the interior of the Palraeto 
Kingdom. 


The rebels are already falling back from 


the Potomac before the slow but certain ad- 
vances of the Union forces. 
They hardly 


offer resistance to th« passing of our ves- 
sels. Many have come up within the past 
few days loaded with coal, to such an ex 
tent as to lower the price of that article 
from $10 to $7.

'Tis a wet, gloomy day, just such a day 


as the soldier longs for when he wishes to 
converse with the friends he has left behind; 
and as this seems to be a sort of prerogative 
at the present time, how can I better im- 
prove the occasion than by writing to the 
Gazette to inform, your numerous friends 
what the sharp-shooters are doing in the 
land of " Dixie." 


Since leaving the fair plains of the Badg- 


er State, we have all experienced tha pleas- 
ures and duties of camp life, to such an ex- 
tent that we are becoming somewhat famil- 
iar with the term obedience, and are begin- 
ning to learn the necessities of knowing the 
meaning of such words when the occasion 
requires it. 


The Wisconsin company of this regiment 


are in fine spirits, as you know they always 
are—since you are acquainted with some of 
them—and it is said that we are fast learn- 
ing to become soldiers. The health of onr 
boys never was better than at present, ex- 
cept in one or two instances, and they all 
seem as happy as onfi ronld wish. 


We are very pleasantly sitifoted two miles 


north of Washington, on'u little rise of land 
overlooking the capitol. 
Onr camp is beau- 


tifully dotted with evergreens, affording a 
grateful shade for those who wish it during 
the warm sunshine. 


•' Wisconsin Avenue," as our street is fa- 


miliarly called, is a favorite resort in the 
evening, for those who like sport, and are 
fond of taking jokes as they find them.— 
Here, when the weather will permit, the 
boys of different companies gather together 
each group pursuing the amusement best 
suited to their several tastes. Some are 
" tripping the light fantastic toe " to the 
sound of the violin and banjo, others are 
trying their dexterity using the boxing gloves 
to " blim " the eyes of their fellow comrads, 
others are singing the familiar ditties of the 
day peculiarly adapted to the " bold sojer 
boy," while others, being of a different turn 
of mind, are sitting beneath a large red 
cedar tree, debating some subject with all 
the gravity of a Demosthenes or a Cicero. 
Thus the pheasant evenings have beenspen 
for a short time past, the participants of 
these pleasures relying npon the silvery 
light of Luna to aid them in their sports. 


The very cool nights which we now ex 


perience have reminded us that " Jack " is 
at hand with hia wintry breath and frosty 
beard ; and to be prepared for his icy grasp 
and gloomy visage, the Badger boys have 
been building fire-places in their tents, the 
presence of which we expect will make him 
keep a respectable distance.

Col Jennison has issued the following • 


proclamation to all persona in arms against 
ihe government in Jackson, Johuson, La- 
fayette and Pettis counties; 


First—All who are now in arms against 


the government of the United States, in the 
above named counties, and who will sur- 
render their arms and am munition to me, 
and deliver to me all government property 
n their possession and nnder their control, 
within reasonable time, and shall sign a 
deed of forfeiture, and shall hereafter per- 
form their duty as good citizens, shall not 
3e responsible for past acts of rebellion, 
tat shall be protected in their lives and 
property. 


Second—Arms which are thus surren- 


dered to me shall be stored and taken ac- 
count of, so that when the present difficul- 
:ies are settled, the owners thereof can ob- 
;ain them. 


Third—Persons who shall surrender 


themselves to EJB, in order to make ar- 
rangements for securing peace to their 
neighborhoods, shall be respected in their 
rights while arranging or attempting to 
arrange any terms, and shall be allowed to 
return to their homes, even should they, 
after a conference, fail to come to arrange- 
ments or understanding. 


Fourth—All who. shall neglect 
these 


terms, or continue in armed rebellion 
against the government of the 
United 


States, shall be treated as traitors and slain 
wherever 'found. Their property shall be 
confiscated, their homes burned, and in no 
case spared either in persons or property. 


The deed of forfeiture accompanying these 


propositions, convey all real and personal 
property, including present and future ac- 
quisition, into the hands of the govern- 
ment; the property to be used for the 
benefit of the government. 


In case of rebellion all loyal citizens are 


required to enroll themselves into a home 
guard, holding themselves amenable to tlie 
military authority of the United States, 
and of the state of Missouri, pledging their 
utmost exertions to maintain its authority 
against all hostile combinations.
